BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 14

Section 1. Section 7-3-412, MCA, is amended to read: 16 

"7-3-412. Selection of commission members. The commission shall must be ELECTED BY ONE OF 17 

THE FOLLOWING METHODS: 18 

(1) elected at large; 19 

(2) elected by THE QUALIFIED ELECTORS RESIDING IN THE districts in which candidates must reside 20 

and which are apportioned by population; OR 21 

(3) elected at large and nominated by a plan of nomination that may not preclude the possibility of 22 

the majority of the electors nominating candidates for the majority of the seats on the commission from persons 23 

residing in the district or districts where the majority of the electors reside; or 24 

(4)(3) elected by any combination of districts THE QUALIFIED ELECTORS VOTING AT LARGE FOR 25 

CANDIDATES WHO RESIDE IN EACH district, in which candidates must reside and which are apportioned by 26 

population, and at large." 27
